Chapter 3 - State Bank Notes - (continued) 


ROCHESTER 

FARMERS AND MECHANICS BANK, opened 1856 in Rochester. Purchased by- 
Nicholas V. Whitehouse in i860 and moved to Gonic. Same notes used both 
places, all reading Rochester, included $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, $50, and 
$100. The $3, $2, and two $1 notes were printed in one sheet of which few 
are known. Changed to First National Bank of Gonic, Mar. 31 > 1865. $1 notes 

altered to $5, $10, and $20 known. Also $3 and $5notes altered from another 
bank. 


ROCHESTER BANK, first established 1834 but may have closed or not opened 
until 1853, as no notes seen for early period. Changed to McDuffee & Co., pri- 
vate bankers, in 1863. Became Rochester National Bank in 1874. Notes included 
$1, $2, $3, two $5, $10, $20, two $50, two $100, $500, and $1000. The $5 has 
deer between the signatures on genuine where counterfeits have calf, but the 
relatively common $5 notes with red 5 each side of vignette and deer below were 
probably spurious. 


ROLLINSFORD 

SALMON FALLS BANK, established 1851 was last state bank to operate by far, 
renewing its charter in 1871 and still going in 1897 although no new bills were 
issued for many years. Circulation in 1872 was $1334. Demoninations includes 
$1, $2, $3, $5j $10, $20, $50, and $100. 


SANBORNTON 

CITIZENS BANK, was established 1853 at Sanbornton Bridge, now Tilton. 

Notes included $1, $2, $3* $5> $10, $20, $50, and $100. Counterfeits of $2, 

$3, $5j $10, and $20 are also reported. Changed to Citizens National Bank, 1 / 

June 12, _ V, 3 , 3,S,/Uj 0 Oj £0j r/UO,. 

SANDWICH 

CARROLL COUNTY BANK, established 1851. Notes included $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, 
$20, and $50 with two varieties of $3 and a spurious $10 note with 3 females. 
Changed to Carroll CountyNational Bank, May 1, 1865. 


SOMERSWORTH 

GREAT FALLS BANK, opened 1846. Notes included $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, 
$50, $100 and $500 plus counterfeit $5 and $10. The genuine $5 had eagle at 
bottom. $1 notes were altered to $10 also. Changed to Great Falls National 
Bank, June 14, 1865. 

SOMERSWORTH BANK, opened 1855. Notes included $1, $2, $3, $5, $10, $20, 
$50, $100, $500, and $1000. One $5 note is only one seen. $1 notes were 
altered to $5. Changed to Somersworth National Bank, June 14, 1865.
